Humour prevails among the Politicians of modern Times. 
Our Patriots adopt one Week the Sentiments of the To- 
ries, the next all their Notions are Repwdlican : To day 
they are all for Peace and Unanimity, To-morrow for 
Enquiries and Perfecutions, Ask them what they vould 
have? A Change of Meafures, cries one ; No, no, be!- 
lows another, a Change of Minifters will ferve Turn. A 
War with them is expedient to embarafs the Admini- 
ftration, and a Peace intolerable, becaufe it contributes to 
a Minifter's Safety. Hearing them argue amongft them- 
{elves you would think them at Crois-Purpoles, yet on 
the Interpofition of one of their Orators, they (hai unite 
unanimoufly againft the beft Meafure in the Wor'd, i! 
it comes from a Great Man. Why? Becaule Avertion 
creates their Union ; and knowing them({elves are gene- 
rally wrong, they readily join in denying any other Set 
of People to be in the right. But thole Scepsicks and 
Seekers are a Kind of Vifwnaries, from whom nothing 
folid or fenfible is ever to be expedted : Yet to enquire, 
to reafon, to argue, on the Nature of Government, aad 
particularly the Structure of our own Conititution, is a 
right Thing, and the only Way to be well informed 
about it. Let us then proceed to confider it impartially, 
and to try if ic may not be poflidle to eftablifh fuch a 
Syftem of Patriotifm, as may leave us Loyalty without 
any Tinéture of a Mavith Diipofition, and the Love of 
Liberty purg’d from the leaft Liking to Licentiou{nes. 
The Attempt is hardy, but fince I am once in, it will 
be as great a Folly to retreat as to go thro’. 

It is an Obfervation which hitherco hath never fail’d 
me, That a Writer who promifes to reveal Myfteries al- 
ways meets with a good Reception. Such a Promife 
hath fold many a heavy Comment on the Revelations, 
and ferves ftill as a Paffport for a Quarter.of a hundred 
of Almanacks yearly: So much ftronger is Curiofity than 
Experience. The pious Dr. Henry Moore wrote the My- 
frery. of Godlinefs; and that political (it is ludicrous there- 
fore to call him pious) Prelate B—r—+# oblig’d the World 
with the Myflery of Ungodline{s reveal’d, Myfteries in the 
State have ‘fcap’d no better than thofe in the Church. 
Swift wrote the Hiftory of Fobn Bull; Defoe that of the 
White Staff; and Mr. P————-y, if he is not forely be- 
ly'd, the Tale of the N——k Steward. Precedents enow 
in Confcience for my attempting to unvail the My/ery of 
Patriotifm, by ftating truly the Beligns of the Oppojition. 
An unaccountable Error of referring to a fingle Perfon 
the Aim of popular Complaints, is far from being of late 
Date, and always was an Error, even where it feem’d to 
have the greateft Appearance of Truth. In the Reign of 
Edward II. the Spencers were fuppofed to be the fole Ob- | 
jets of Diflike; but it did not prove fointhe End. The 
Duke of Buckingham was pointed out as the fole Mark of 
the Oppofition in the ee the Reign of King 
Charles 1. On this account his beft A€tions were more 
loudly exclaim’d againft than his worft, and he was moft 
vehemently attack’d in the Houfe of Commons, for re- 
commending Parliaments, in the genteele{t Manner, to his 
Mafter. Sothen! Felson, in ftabbing the Duke of Buc- 
kingham, fhould have kill’d the Oppofition. But no fuch 
thing! One Stag kill’d, they had another in view, the 
Earl of Strafford, becaule avery great and good Man ; and 
then it was faid the taking him off was the fingle Point 
of the Oppofition. That this was in their View as well 


to believe this their fole Aim, is alfo true enough ; 

that it was fo, is fo far from being a Truth, that all who 
know the Hiftory of thofe Times are convinced, that it 
was the erranreft Falfhood in the World; and that the 
Earl, in his laft Speech, prov’d himfelf as true a Prophet, 
as, in his other Speeches, he had prov’d himfeif an Ora- 
tor and a Politician, cannot be doubted; for therein he 
faid, That the Reformation was not like to end well, 
which had fo ill a Beginning. Of all thefe fucceeding 
Mifchiefs, the fundamental Miftake, that the King’s Mi- 
nifter, and not his Meafures were diflik’d, was the truc 
Caufe of thofe Extremities, which, had they been dit- 
cern’d in time, would have been prevented, as the King 
acknowledg’d when he came to die himfelf; and the 





Wherefore, in all political Difputes 1 conceive it to be a 
thing of Importance, that che Terms be well letricd, that 
honeft People may know wh it they are difpuring a out. 
For want of Care in this Point, it has frequently bip- 
pen’d, that well-meaning People have miftaken their 
Parties; and, being feduced by Seund, have not only vo- 
ted, but fought, againft their Senfes. A melancholy 
thing this! For as an honeft Man never engages himiclt 
in any political Quarrel, but from a truc Sente of Honour, 
and the Motion of a publick Spirit, st is very habd that

either Siavery his Intereft, or Rebellion his Duty ; and put 
on Arms againit the Conititution, when he fancies him- 
{it engay’d pro Aris cm Focis. It were to be with’d, 
that fuch Confiierations as thefe might fomet mies rile 
in the M:nis of poltical Authors, and incline them to 
prefer the Peace and Property, the Lives and Liberties of 
their Countrymen, to the Applau-e of a deluded Muiti- 
tude, an! any Number of Two-pences whatfoever. It 
is very pofliole, as Exp: rience fhews every day, to con- 
found the Reafon, and to practife on the Pailions of or- 
dinary People, by which I mean Men of ordimary Capa- 
cities, an! to bring them to vary in their Opinion, a'mof 
on every Subject: But fuch as have this Power of per- 
luading, are moik certainly accountable for the Ule they 
make of it; and if they would prevent being call’d to 
accaunt by God and the World, they muft very feverely 
account for their Purpofes to themfelves. A Writer who 
intends tairly to lay before his Readers what to him ap- 
pears the Truth, acts like a Counfel learned in the Law, 
who gives his Opinion freely, and in clear Terms; and 
is, like h m, entitled to Eftcem, as well as his Fie. But 
the Writer who makes ufe of his Parts to fet People to- 
gether by the Eirs, that he may pa(s for an Orator, or a 
Politician, or that he may an{wer any other Purpo®, 
which is purely his own; fuch a Min, | fay is on a Par 
with thole Petty-foggers, who proftitute the lictle Skil 
they have to the low Purpofe of procuring a final Profit 
trom thofe who are weak enough to tru(t them; from 
which mercenary View they plunge their Ciients into 
fuch Circumftances as prove firit fatal tothem, and thea 
to themfelves ; who by chus facrificing their honeit Cii- 
ents, lofe their own Reputation, and, if 1 nviy be alinw’d 
the Expreflion, are pointed at for taking Paws to paiat 
themiécives in their true Colours.
